A Commissioner' of education in 


S of our New Enoland states, in an 


article recently, uttered a vigorous 
protest against so many single holi- 
days breaking into the school year. 
If it is necessary to have breaks in 
the school routine for the. health of 
pupils or teachers; he argues, these 
rest periods should not be in the 
form-of solitary holidays, but should 
come.as a full week of vacation at 
the end of a term. 


In a study of the number of days

In' some case's it is seen, three 
weeks were lost from the 36 weeks 
required by law, and were exclusive 
of normal vacation periods such as 
the winter and spring recesses.1 .
